his post. 


U is reported he was summoned to 


the Kremlin two'days ago and asked 
for an explanation'of the army's fail- 
ure to score. decisive successes on 
the various fronts. Among things for 
which he was blamed, it was reported, 
was an inadequate preparation for a 
quick victory. 


Noted by foreign observers was the 


absence of publication of any .con- 
gratulatory messages to Joseph Stalin 
on the occasion of his 60 th birth- 
day anniversary yesterday from two 
persons closely connected wjth the 
Finnish campaign. One of these was 
Andre Zhdanoff, generally believed to 
have been slated to become Stalin's 
successor as boss of the Communist 
party and largely responsible for So- 
viet Russia's recent policy toward 
Finland. 


As secretary of the Communist party , 


in Leningrad, he is boss in that se- 
cond largest Russian city near the 
Finnish border. Ho also is chairman 
of the Foreign Affairs Committee of 
the Sujpremo Soviet. 


Although 
congratulatory 
messages 


from other lop-flight Soviet Union 
leaders were printed in Hie press, there 
Wiis none from Zhdanoff. There was 
speculation that perhaps he was being 
made the "scapegoat" for the Finnish 
campaign which from some points of 
view in Russia, was turning into de- 
bacle. 


It also was noticed that no message 


even from Otto Kuusinen, "chair- 
man and foreign minister" of live Mos- 
cow-sponsored "People's" government 
of Finland, figured in the publiished 
congratulations. Kuusincnc, for many 
years in exile here from Finland, was 
generally believed to be residing now 
in the Kremlin, instead of in Rus- 
sian-occupied sections of imiish ler- 
ritory.

more smaller battleships rather than 
large craft.. Cost of such giants is 
prohibitive, they said. 


'By iili means build more battle- 


ships, but {-mailer ones, not larger," 
summed up the treaction. 


Experts said Germany's 10,000-ton 


pocket battleships had proved to be 
too heavily gunned for their di.s- 
pluccmcnl. Pocket battleships, of which 
the scuttled Admiral Graf Spce was 
one, carry 11-inch guns.

High school students are being taught to be particularly on tho alert for 


, Seven principal devices, commonly known to propagandists and widely cm- 
' ployed to influence thought. Briefly, these devices are summarized: 


1. Name calling—the practice of labeling opposing ideas or persons with 


t-names that hav eaccmired an unoleasant connotation. For instance, dictator. 
Red. economic royalist. Big Business. 


2. Glittering generalities—the use of "virtue words" to describe ideas for 


which the speaker or writer is propagandizing. For example, loyalty, right 
it. work, democracy, liberty, social justice, tho American way. 
' 
3. Transfer;—trick of shifting the authority, sanction or symbols of some- 


thing we accept 'and rever to something the propagandist would have us be- 
lieve. Thus, the American flag, symbols of our religion and cartoons of Uncle 
Sam as representing the mass of Americans may be superimposed on a new 
idea to give them dignity and prestige, 


• 4. Testimonial—A means of getting people to believe in a policy or a man 


by getting someone with a wide reputation to say a few kind things about 
the jdea or the man. This machinery would start to work if PrdsMent Roosevelt 


* fc-Jald be induced, for example, to place his blessing upon a new political 
'party, 


5. Plain folks—A widely used device ;o convince people that a person 


seeking their favor is really one of them. Around election time, rolled-up 
shirt - sleeves, old-fashioned suspenders, canddiates pitching hay, jouncing 
babies on their knees, smoking corn-cob pipes suddenly appear in great 
profusion. 


6. Card stacking—use of all known methods to cut off the truth by decept- 


ion, 
Willful lies, diversion of thought. So have dictators convinced people 


that the little Caesars have been destined to lead them to salvation. 


7. Band wagon—another favorite method of inducing people lo believe 


everyone else is following a certain leader or principle and appealing lo them 
to "follow the crowd." This is why candidates always parade about confident- 
ly just before the election, spreading the idea that they will win and en- 
couraging die people to "put their money on p winning horse." 


There are other methods, more subtle. These are the most common. They 


are easy to see through if the persons townrd whom they are directed are 
prepared to analyze them. Especially in an era such as the present one, it is

Neuritis Is Often the Result Of Insufficient 


Vitamin Bi in Diet 


(This is the last of three articl- 


es by Dr. Fishbcin on Vitamin B 1). 


Chiefly significant among symptoms 


associatdc with a deficiency of vitamin 
B !'• is neuritis. There are all kinds 
df neuritis. Sometimes neuritis mere- 
ly means localized pain clue to dis- 
turbance in nerves. Frequently 
the 


nerve which is at fault can be de- 
termined by a careful examination on 
the part of the physician. 


In some instances the prescription 


of large doses of vitamin B 1 has re- 
sulted'in the tdisappearancc of loca- 
lized pain of such character. Some- 
times there are infections of the hu- 
man body which interfere with pro- 
per nutrition, and the patient deve- 
lops a deficiency of vitamins. This 
is true in typhoid fever cases, where 
the requirement for vitamin B 1 is 
increased because of the tevcr, lack 
of appetite or excessive diarrhea. 


Unquestionably the patients of a 


previous generation who had typhoid 
fever 'developed neuritis which was 
ascribed to the typhoid, but which 
was apparently due to a lack of vita- 
min B 1 in the diet. 


There are some cases in which poi- 


sons are particularly detrimental to 
the nerve tissues. Sometimes vita- 
min B 1 seems to bring about relief. 
but not always. Apparently this is 
concerned with the manner in which 
the poisons absorb vitamin B 1. 


'.there are a number of causes of vit- 


amin B 1. deficiency which are s.s- 
iociatecl with the general metabolism 
of the body. In many diseases, such 
as beriberi, 
pellagra, 
or diabetes, 


neuritis is a frequent complication. 
These diseases are associated 
with 


loss of appetite and failure of the bow- 
els to absorb the necessary materials. 
In such cases, vitamin B 1 is very 
helpful in controlling the smptoms. 


Vitamin B 1 is available in fresh food 


such as potatoes, native vegetables, 
pork and 
liver, eggs, milk, 
fruits 


and 
especially 
beans 
and whole 


grain cereals. The substitution of such i 
materials for refined cereals and for 
dried foods 
will 
frequently 
bring 


about improvement. If vitamin B 1 
is needed, dried yeast, wheat germ, 
liver, kidney, and pure vitamin B 1 
added to the diet will help to take 
care of the deficiency. 


J-pccial attention must always be 


given to the diet of people who have 
debilitating diseases of the types that 
have been mentioned; and especially 
to people with fever, excessive action 
pt the thyroid gland, or severe- gastro- 
intestinal diseases. The amount to be 
given must be determined by a physi- 
cian who has .studied carefully not 
only the patient but also the natuiei 
of the case.

tal tests and the age at which abol- 
esccnce begins. A slow rate of develop- 
ment is considered to be particularly 
valuable in human beings. In other! 
words, apples that ripen most slowly ' 
last the longest. 


No two children develop at the same 


rate, but there is a tendency for nat- 
ural forces to make them equal as 
they approach maturity. It is im- 
possible and unnecessary to try to 
make all children conform to a stand- 
ard rate of growth or to put on a stand- 
ard physical performance at a cer- 
tain age. 


Even posture need not be uniform 


for every child. It is not a question 
of physical exercises or training mus- 
cles. In addition to muscle, the spirit 
has a gicat deal to do with pos- 
ture. Doctor Harris distinguishes be- 
tween attitude and posture. A soldier 
on parade assumes an attitude which 
is a forced attitude. A graceful child 
will have an entirely different posture. 


The whole purpose! of military drill 


and of calisthenics is to make a group 
of people look alike and act alike 
at the same time. Thus there is a te- 
ndency, to cultivate uniformity rather 
than individuality. It is interesting to 
find a scientist definitely on the side 
of individuality from 
the point of 


view of natural anotomy and physio- 
logy.
